NATURE’S WONDERS IN 
CALIFORNIA. 

THE GREAT YO SEMITE VALLEY—No 1.

Mariposa, Cal., Oct. 15, 1S5G. 

On the morning of Sept. 24th, !, in 
company with two others, (Messrs. 
Mann) prepared myself for a trip to the 
above mentioned valley, lying some forty- 
live miles northeast of Mariposa. 1 pro¬ 
cured a blue flannel shirt, (it would have 
been folly to have taken a white one,) a 
double barrel gun and a revolver, with 
some other little trickings, and stood ready 
for marching. Now 1 know you are 
ready to say, “you cut a figure fora 
Methodist preacher. What upon the face 
of the earth was the use in carrying so 
many shooting irons V” Well, if you 
must know, the \ alley lies near the sum¬ 
mit of the Sierra Nevada range of moun¬ 
tains, and is the home of the far-famed 
and much dreaded grizzlcy bear, and, in 
fact, Yo Semite is the Indian name fur. 
grizzlcy bear; and occasionally, when the 
Indians find a white man so far away from 
any settlement, unarmed, they kill and 
bide him away where he may never be 
found. 1 must acknowledge l felt a little 
awkward in riding through town thus 
“ armed and cquipt.” 

AYe had to take along an extra mule to 
pack our blankets and provisions. Just 
as we were packing up. a friend* came up 
with a box which he presented to us, giv¬ 
ing us a strict charge not to open it under 
any circumstances until we reached the 
Yallev. About 12 o’clock we completed 
our arrangements and started. But our 
pack mule, after sonic moments of calm 
reflection, concluded it looked rather un¬ 
dignified f-r him to carry such a pack 
through the enlightened city of Mariposa ; 
and therefore commenced rearing, kick¬ 
ing, and running, to the no sin ail amuse¬ 
ment of the crowd assembled in and 
about the street.-. lie at last -m•■•ceded 
iu getting it off’. The box on which rest¬ 
ed so stiict an injunction, was broken 
open by the fall, revealing quite a lot of 
nicruus in the shape of ron-t chi.-ki-n, 
fresh peaches, Oregon apples, cheese, soap 
and sardines. I nailed up the box, hav¬ 
ing replaced all its. to us, precious con¬ 
tents, except one luckless apple that roll¬ 
ed too near an unsympathising hog whii h 
happened to be passing at the time. AYe 
soon repacked, and this time took the pre¬ 
caution to lead the wayward animal a mile 
or two, until it should become accustom'd 
to its load. After this we had no more 
difficulty. 

A little before sundown v. e reach- d the 
Potato Ilanrh, a: 1 cor.chided to stay all 
night, as there was no good camping 
ground for some distance after passing 
this place. It is a small valley some ten 
miles from Mariposa, lying on the Cliow- 
chilla l’reek. It well deserves the name 
by which it is known. I saw a potato 
grown upon it that weighed f--ur pounds. 

I was also shown some stalks of wheat 
that measured six feet in length. Vege¬ 
tables of almost every kind grew remark¬ 
ably large on this ranch. AYe M ere treat¬ 
ed with the greatest hospitality by the 
proprietors, and one of them, Mr. Edward 
Magoon, joined our little party the next 
day. He was a remarkably quiet young 
man, but I soon found many qualities in 
him to love. IIis knowledge of trees, 
plants, etc., made bis company very 
agreeable and profitable. In walking 
about the ranch we shot several quails, 
with which I tried my hand in making a 
rousing pot pie. 1 saw upon this place 
an ingenious arrangement, made by the 
Indians for killing birds. There was a 
small liole of water to which the birds 
came to drink; within a few feet of this 
is built a round hut of weeds about four 
or live feet high ; over the water is placed 
an arched pole, and small port holes are 
made in tbe side of this hut, correspond¬ 
ing with the bend of the pole. The In¬ 
dian takes his position within this hut. 
and awaits his prey. Almost every bird 
will alight upon this pole before flying 
down to drink, when he is sure to be 
pierced by an arrow from the bow of the 
sly hunter. 

AA'e got breakfast next morning and 
were off by 7 o’clock. AVo were mnv 
beyond the settlements. AVe hardly ex¬ 
pected to see another white face except 
those of our own little party until our 
return. AYe met three Indians—one 
mounted on a good horse —who were on 
their way to a fandango, or sweat, as it i> 
sometimes called. This dance, 1 ruay say, 
is peculiar in many respects to the Digger 
Indians. It is performed in a large wig¬ 
wam, made for the purpose, closely cov¬ 
ered with earth, with only one small aper¬ 
ture, just large enough to admit one 
Indian at a time. When all things are 
ready they form in circles, and begin by 
jumping up and coming down with a sort 
of grunt, (this grunt is the music) and 
this is kept up with a remarkable regu¬ 
larity until the apartment becomes almost 
as hot as a Dutch oven. 1 leave you to 
judge of the effect produced by the con¬ 
tinued exercise of from 00 to 100 dirty 
half.naked savages, for a whole night 
together in such a place. 

AYe reached the South Fork of the 
Merced River at noon, stopped and took 
lunch. The water of this river was re¬ 
markably clear. I wandered up the 
stream and shot at a fine speckled trout, 
but it being my first shot at a fish, I did 
not kill it. After resting an hour we 
saddled up and again started on our wav. 
AVe confidently expected to kill a deer this 
afternoon, but the woods had all been

burned off and we did not so much as see 
one. 

As night drew on we saw that it would 
be impossible for us to reach the valley 
as we had hoped to do, and finding a good 
meadow we camped for the night. Our 
camp was in the midst of a 'beautiful 
grove of Aspen and Tamarind (a species 
of the pine) trees. \\ e found here a 
large number of currant bushes laden 
with red currants, just ripe. I gathered 
about a pint and a half in a few minutes 
and then put them into our camp-kettle 
to preserve. In a few hours they were 
done, and if you had stood by and seen us 
eat the last one of them up for breakfast, 
you would at least ha.c supposed that tee 
thought they were good. \Vesaw a good 
many grizzly signs, and therefore when 
we lav down we looked well to our guns, 
puttu.g :hi i-' near our heads, and taking 
our r< inkers to bed with us. Each man 
also picked out a tree, up which he ex¬ 
pected to climb in case of an attack ; but 
we slept quietly an l undisturbed until 
morning. All along our path we saw the 
largest timber I ever recollect to have 
seen before. Many of the trees measured 
from 20 to 30 feet in circumference, and 
1 saw on an adjacent hill one that I think 
would have measured 50 feet in circum¬ 
ference. Somewhere near this trail is a 
pine, that, according to the Surveyor’s 
account, measures ninety feet in circum¬ 
ference. The Yo Semite Valley also 
abounds in these large trees. 

AVe soon came in full view of “Sim¬ 
mons’ Nose,” a lofty peak that rears its 
massive form above the surrounding 
mountains, and is the first mountain that 
marks the valley. It was so called by a 
friend of mine who visited the valley last 
spring, in honor of the most prominent 
feature of iny countenance; but if “your 
memory serves you right,” it is unneces¬ 
sary for me to make tbi> explanation in 
reference to rnv nasal protuberance. From 
this peak can be seen, at one vo w, all the 
principal falls of the valley. AVe reached 
the summit of the hill or mountain that 
overhangs the valley, at about 9 o’clock, 
and it took more than two hours to get 
down. In our descent we killed a large 
grouse, a bird resembling a pheasant, but 
they are as large' as a hen. They art 
very highly prized. As we descended, 
the valley began to unfold itself to our 
view. 1 at once concluded, that if I never 
reached the* valley below or saw anything 
else, I was fully repaid. I have seen the 
Tallula Falls in Upper Georgia, and the 
scenery around them, hut this as far ex¬ 
ceeded it, as the light of the sun does 
that of the moon. 1 could, in truth, with 
the Queen of Sheba exclaim : 14 the half 
h;cl not been told me,” and what is more, 
it never rnn be told. No pen or pencil 
can ever do more than give a faint idea of 
the sublime scenery that nature has piled 
around this lovely valh v. The valley j 
itself is about eight miles long, and in 
some places it is nearly two miles wide.—- 
It is hemmed on all si-1* s by perpendicu¬ 
lar cliffs, which tower up from two to four 
; • Tl exceed 

inglv rich, and it abounds in large trees 
of every description, common to these 
mountains. The most common tree is the 
Balm of Gilead, many of whic h will meas¬ 
ure six feet in circumference. Strawber¬ 
ries are found in great abundance; also 
two varietit s of currants; two of cherries, 
besides plums, raspberries and several 
other kinds of fruit. The cherries were 
in their prime, and I found them very 
good. 

After we had taken dinner, we began 
our trip up the valley. The first b-ud 
peak upon the right as we entered, not 
having a name. I was called upon to give 
it one ; and being the first preacher <>f 
our church who had visited tin* falls, 1 
called it “ Point Andrew,” after our no¬ 
ble old Bishop, who stood so firm and un¬ 
wavering amid the storm that rent in 
twain the great Methodist family. The 
sun was but a few degrees above it at 
noon, and as he shot his rays past it, their 
path was marked upon the smoky atmos¬ 
phere that lay between us and it, present¬ 
ing the appearance ol a huge arrowy 
crown ht Som< 

Ih iot Andrew on the South side of th* 
valley arc the first falls, called by some 
the “ Cascade of the Rainbow," by others 
“ Bridal Ah ii "--either of these names are 
appropriate. They are I 1 AS feet high, and 
fall in an unbroken stream. We clamber¬ 
ed to the foot of these falls, so near in 
fact, that we were drenched with tin- 
spray, and when looking up, our heads 
grew almost dizzy. The water did not 
seem to dash over the giddj* height as 
one would imagine, but it Ho a ted over so 
easily and gracefully that you can hardly 
believe you are looking at a water-fall.— 
It is constantly living lifted and thrown 
about by the wind, giving it a new appear¬ 
ance every moment. 1 was wholly ab¬ 
sorbed in view ing its beauty. For the 
time I lost sight and thought of every¬ 
thing else. The fountain of admiration 
failing to find vent in words and exclama¬ 
tions, over-leaped its wonted bounds and 
was soon Inst in a shoreless ocean. Here, 
for the first time in my life, T saw a cir¬ 
cular rainbow. Our little party amused 
itself, by indulging in suppositions such 
as “AVhat if a man were to fall off the 
high bluff over which the water pours?— 
How would you like to ride over in a ca¬ 
noe? A\ hat if Niagara River was to pour 
over? AYe'd have to get away from here, 
and old Pete would have to swim then.” 
Now the old Peter referred to was a very 
proud horse belonging to one of our coni 
pany, who always carried his tail grace¬ 
fully curved to one side. 

Almo.-t opposite these falls stands a 
giant rock, towering up perpendicularly 
•‘•.160 feet, called by the Yo Semite In¬ 
dians, El Uapitan, and although it is not 
the highest yet it presents the most impo¬ 
sing appearance of any other rock in the 
valley. As we rode up the valley, the 
mighty dill's that towered in magnificence 
too grand for human conception, would 
change in appearance with every change 
of position. Next to El Capitan is a lofty 
peak nearly as high, which we called Ju¬ 
piter's Throne, from certain streaks in tin- 
rock, near its summit, that resembled 
forked lightning. On our right, still high¬ 
er up, were the Twin Sisters, the greatest 
curiosities I have yet seen. They are 
composed of two massive pillars of rock 
shooting some 1000 feet above the cliff on 
which they stand, which is itself near 
2000 feet high. They taper gradually to 
wards the top upon each of which -its a 


huge stone that forms the head. Upon 
the neck of each a large tree grows, form¬ 
ing the collar. They resemble each other 
very much, and were called by a ladv 
who visited the Valley last spring, Mary 
and Martha. Martha is something taller 
than her sister, who has a little stoop in 
her shoulders marking her humility. 

As w’e passed, the sun was shooting his 
rays far up the valley and sent a Hood of 
light in behind them, revealing their 
forms most beautifully. Next upon the 
South we came to the Sentinel Rock, 
hi feet high, a faithful sentinel he seem¬ 
ed to be, for all night long he stands, his 
head seemingly among the stars, grim, 
stern anil immovable. \Ve pitched our 
camp beneath his giant form, and many a 
look of pleasure and admiration did we 
turn upon his noble form as we rested be¬ 
neath his shadow, 'fall trees 200 feet high 
are found growing along its perpendicular 
side. In places, too, where it would seem 
impossible to find soil enough to produce 
them. \Ye here found four men engaged 
in sawing lumber, with a wliip-saw, fora 
house they intend erecting next spring for 
the accommodation of visitors—a very 
good and wise arrangement. All who go 
there now have to sleep in the open air— 
ladies and all. Our grouse and quail 
formed the foundation for another pot pie, 
and one or two of us who were complain¬ 
ing before supper, ate with “ a coming 
appetite ” when it w as ready. After sup¬ 
per, we distributed w hat little news we 
had, among the four men we found in the 
valley. That night I slept so soundly, 
although we had but a single blanket be¬ 
tween us and the bare ground, that I did 
not even turn over during the night.

Political. 

The Denu .racy do not seem to be sat¬ 
isfied with the results of the Senatorial 
election. The triumph of Broderick in 
securing his own election, was bad enough 
in the opinion of quite a portion of that 
party, but they had determined to put on 
a good face and say they were satisfied.— 
But that Broderick should, after his suc¬ 
cess, virtually appoint the other Senator, 
after bringing that individual to the most 
abject terms, was “ crowding the mourn¬ 
ers,” under circumstances which arouses 
the honest indignation of the afflicted.— 
So the old charges of corruption, w ire- 
working an«l of being an unprincipled 
politician, are to be renewed against that 
redoubtable individual Broderick ; and it 
is openly asserted that he made the fol¬ 
lowing terms to Gwin as conditions upon 
which he could receive the nomination : 
That lie, King B., should have absolute 
authority in numerous appointments to 
be made by the Government for this 
State—such as L T . S. Marshall, Postmas¬ 
ters, Indian Agent and many others, 
which are fat offices and which, if lie 
could hut fill and control, would strength¬ 
en his throne to such a degree as to ren¬ 
der it in a measure secure from political 
earthquakes, which ho, perhaps, fears may 
occur in his own party ; besides, he wish¬ 
es to reward friends to whose efforts in his 
behalf, in the last as well as in former 
contests, he is not insensible. It is said 
that these terms were first submitted to 
Latham and by him indignantly rejected, 
and consequently he lost his chance.— 
Gwin accepted, so says report, and is elec* 
ted as a consequence of this entire sub¬ 
mission to the will and mandate of King B. 

If this be true, to what an abject condi¬ 
tion is the Democratic party reduced ?— 
After electing the man, by them always 
denounced as a political protligate, and 
worse, they allow the conqueror to place 
his foot upon their necks, and dictate to 
them what they shall, and what they 
shall not have. They would help them¬ 
selves if they could, but they can't; it is 
too late; and they are forced to behold 
a man who stands up honestly and refuses 
to be bought, sold, &c., as Latham has, 
set aside for a political hack that can be 
let, leased, or run on shares.

Lawyers and Lawsuits. 

In stating that all kinds of business 
about here, at the present time, is dull, 
wc must make one exception in favor of 
lawyers and their occupation, which is 
not “ gone,” by any manner of means, | 
judging from present indications. While 
mining, farming, merchandising, physi- 
cing, Are., is at low ebb, lawyers are laugh¬ 
ing and growing fat over increasing repu¬ 
tations and fees, obtained for valuable as¬ 
sistance rendered in settling disputes in 
accordance with statutes so made and 
provided, between two parties, who, not 
having sense enough, in many instances, 
to settle trivial matters amicably, have 
recourse to law, which often swallows up 
more than the sum total in dispute.— 
This, however, is of little consequence if 
satisfaction is only obtained. The first 
and last verses of an old doggerel is rath¬ 
er appropriate: 

“ An upper and a lower mill 
Fell out about tbeir water; 

To war they went, that is to law, 

Resolved to give no ijuarter. 

'• Their heavy cost* remaining still, 

Were settled without bother— 

Ore lawyer took the upper mill, 

The lower mill the other-’’ 

People too, in debt, are apt to feel about 
this time the weight of their obligations 
due, by the appearance of some consta¬ 
ble or othtr executioner, with a writ com¬ 
manding them to appear and show cause 
why they should'nt immediately pay up. 
The cause shown generally is a very good 
one, to wit: that they hav'nt the where¬ 
with to recompense creditors,and as a con- 
sequence the poor devil’s traps are picked 
up instantcr, and he is shortly divested 
accordin') to laic of any claim or interest 
therein, and turned out to pasture. Our 
model lawyer, in such cases, is frequent¬ 
ly in “cahoots’’ with the prosecutor; that 
is, if anything is obtained in the foray, he 
gets a share, generally the lion’s. When 
such is the arrangement, woe betide the 
miserable “ cuss ” around whose carcass 
such eagles have gathered What a bles¬ 
sed thing ’tis to have a wife when thus 
distressed. Favors arc extended by law 
to such alone as have “ household gods;" 
they can’t ho touched. Under such a 
“ kiver,” a stake may be raised as a foun¬ 
dation for future prosperity and fortune. 
John Chinaman generally makes bargains 
for legal help in this latter way, by divi 
ding proceeds. “ John ” makes little 
difference in this respect whether the case 
he civil or a criminal one ; he always ob¬ 
serves the contingencies, and wants to 
make his agreement upon the principle of 
“ You hang him, John, me pay !—no hang 
him, me no can do.” One redeeming 
feature in our lawyers, is, that they 
“ spend their money free.” We never 
heard any of them accused <>f saving an}-. 
Credit is therefore due them for this if 
nothing else. 

The Dockets of the Courts, to sit next 
month, will show a greater number of ea- 
?es than at any term since the organiza- 
tion of this county. In the I fistrict Court, 
particularly, there is nearly twice 
much business as was presented at the last 
term. A very fair sprinkling of these 
cases are of a criminal character, and it is 
not at all unlikely that the State prison 
will receive a respectable r> in force merit. 

Of all professional men, Physicians 
have the hardest time. Despite bad whis¬ 
key, exposure and inattention to health, 
few are sick. Occasionally somebody 
breaks his hones, or gets mauled in a 
fight, so as to require patching up ; hut 
the inducements to practice as an M. D. 
about here, are not flattering. Their 
principal revenue is derived from indis- 
pensible services rendered at those times 
when an image of his or her ‘dad’ is usher¬ 
ed into this world of trouble and sorrow. 
On those occasions, when pay is certain, 
their charges are such as to take off the 
profit, and render the raiding of ‘ ‘brats” 
very discouraging. 

They arc expected to go at a moments 
warning—night or day—without any as¬ 
surance or guarantee of being paid a 
cent, and if such assurances were requi¬ 
red hv a physician, lie would he consider¬ 
ed selfish, unsympathising and hardened ; 
and of charges made, they probably lose 
a proportion twice as great as any other 
class of professional men. Physicians 
should, by agreement among themselves, 
reform this matter, and unless security is 
positively urged as a reason for non-pay¬ 
ment, they should refuse to serve without 
reasonable compensation in advance, or 
security for it in tile future. 

Prosperity of Bear Valley.—B oar 
Valley is becoming quite a place. In the 
fall, an unusually large number of miners 
congregated there, and recent operations 
in quartz has added to the population 
largely. -V large steam quartz mill is be¬ 
ing erected by Col. Fremont, and parties 
with whom he is associated, at the upper 
end of the Valley, the whole of which is 
upon Col. F.'s claim. Near this mill is 
the celebrated “ Josephine,” or by some- 
called the “Pine Tree” vein of quartz, 
which is probably as extensive and rich, 
taken as a whole, as any in this State.— 
The wealth of this mine is fabulous.— 
There arc fifty hands engaged in getting 
out quartz, which is said will average $50 
per ton. Ultimately, particularly if wat- 
ter should be introduced into this section 
of the county, Bear Valley will be the 
most populous locality of any in this vi¬ 
cinity. Its resources in placer and quartz 
mining are not surpassed.

Backwoods. 

MARirosA, January 20, 1857. 

News from Tulare County, Kern- 
River and Fort Tejon—Great Earth¬ 
quake. —Mr. T. M. Heston, Expressman 
between Mariposa and Visalia, arrived in 
town on Saturday, and informs us that a 
heavy shock of an earthquake was felt at 
Visalia on the morning of the 0th inst—- 
Repeated shocks were afterwards experi¬ 
enced, continuing until the night of the 
11th—some of which n cre very severe, 
causing much alarm. In the vicinity of 
Tulare Lake the shocks were terrific— 
the earth was shaken so violently that it 
was impossible for a person to stand. 
Large chasms were formed—the eartli 
opening in an instant several feet—game 
fled, and the myriads of water fowl which 
before covered the lake have disappeared. 

On the morning of the 12th an express 
arrived at Visalia, with the information 
that Fort Tejon was completely destroyed 
by the shock on the fith. One woman 
was killed by the falling of a wall. From 
what we can learn of the effects of the 
earthquake in that vicinity, it must have 
been more severe than at any other place 
yet heard from. Shocks were felt at 
Millcrton, but we are unable to learn that 
the phenomenon was noticed to the North¬ 
ward of that point It is represented to 
have passed from North to South, accom¬ 
panied by a heavy rumbling sound. Had 
it been felt in San Francisco as severely 
as in Tulare county, that city would have 
been in ruins to-day, with hardly one 
stone remaining upon another.

[SACRAMENTO CORRESPONDENCE.] 

Sacramento, January 19, 1857. 

Mr. Editor :—The Senatorial election 
having passed, the Legislature has settled 
down into a quiet working body, and 
there seems to he a fixed determination 
to get through with business at an early 
day and adjourn. In former Legislatures 
there has been a liberal allowance of Com¬ 
mittee Clerks, most or all of which will 
be dispensed with in this. 

From the organization of the Legisla¬ 
ture to the present time, the Bankers 
have managed to get most of the cash 
paid into what is called the General Fund. 
The Legislature this year has commenced 
in good earnest to inquire into the matter, 
and prevent speculation in future, if pos¬ 
sible, in scrip, and the plundering of the 
public funds. The mode of late has been 
as follows : A County Treasurer brings to 
the Capitol the State funds he has collect¬ 
ed, and some agent or Comptroller’s 
Clerk, as agent, surreptitiously substitutes 
State scrip for a portion of the funds paid 
in cash, and thus realizes thirty per cent, 
on the scrip, or the difference between 
scrip and cash paid in. From present ap¬ 
pearances there will be a general overhaul¬ 
ing of the Comptroller’s and Treasurer's 
doings. 

The warrants issued for building the 
State’s Prison walls have been declared 
by the Supreme Court unconstitutional, 
and also the appropriation for building 
the State House. The latter had been 
commenced and a few thousand dollars 
expended. 1 think the Legislature will 
buy the building now occupied as a State 
House, from Sacramento county. 

It is too early in the session for relief 
and stealing Is to make t 
anee, none of which will meet with much 
! favor this ses-Un.

—We find the 
following ondit in the Alta of a recent 
date : “ It is reported that a confidential 
clcark in a small hanking house, cstadlish- 
ed in this city a feu* months since, took 
his departure from this place by the last 
steamer, for the Atlantic States, leaving 
his employer minus the sum of $600,000. 
W bother lie took that ainonnt with him, 
or whether it had been expended in dis¬ 
sipation before leaving, we were not ad¬ 
vised. We have heard that his principal 
had neglected to have his cash account 
balanced for three months previous, and 
M*as not aware of the affairs until he inves¬ 
tigated them in consequence of the abrupt 
departure of the cleark. The investiga¬

Mining News. 

A rich lead has been struck at Dalton’s 
Flat, a short distance below upper Agua 
Frio. It is paying over one ounce per 
day to the hand. Two ounces to each 
man was one day obtained. 

Wc have information that the miners 
in the vicinity of Indian Gulch are doing 
remarkably well. One party took out 
$400 in two days upon French Gulch. 
Within a short time three pieces have 
been found weighing 11 ounces each. 

Mr. J. F. Jenkins, one day last week, 
with the assistance of one man, took out 
of },is claim on Buckey, with a pan $40. 
With water sufficient to work to advan¬ 
tage, this claim would average ten or 
twelve dollars per day to the hand. 

We understand that the “ Mugginsville 
Mining Company,” in the vicinity of Sher¬ 
lock's, have struck a rich lead, and are 
taking out a large quantity of gold daily.

A Meeting of the citizens of Mariposa and vicinity, 
was held on Saturday evening last, .lanuary 17th. at 
Vining's Assembly Hall, for the purpiseof asserting 
their’ right, title and interest to the mining and 
other property now in their possession, situated on 
and in the land claimed by John C. Fremont, and 
railed hy him Las Mariposas; also for the purpose of 
taking steps to secure a concert of action on the 
part of Miners and Settlers living on said land, to 
hold and possess their property situated on the said 
claim. 

On motion or Capt. A. Powell, II. B. HARRIS, 
F.sq. was called to the Chair, and Wm. I„ White, 
Esq., wasapponted Secretary. 

Capt. A. I’owell ma le a brief aud pertinent expla¬ 
nation of the obj ect of the Meeting, and laid before 
it a statement of the aggressions that Fremont and 
his confederates and Agents were making upon tin- 
rights and property of the settlers; and warned them 
against the dangers that threatened them, if any 
longer they supinely listened to the fair promises, 
always broken or deferred, which has heretofore 
lulled them to inaction, while their great enemy 
was ever busy in fastening around them the toils 
from which every day would make it more difficult 
to extricate themselves. As a potent charm to 
rouse them from their unmanly lethargy, he read 
to them the following notice:
